The document is very long, mest of 
it being devoted to « consideration of the Tariff, 


above the lowest rate which will yield the largest 
amount of revenue. 


Sth. That all minimusss, and all specific duties 
thould be abetished, and ad valorem duties substi- 
tuted in their place—care being taken to guard 
against fraudulent invoices and under valuation, 
and to assess the duty open the actual market 
value. 

6th. That the duties should be so imposed as to 
operate as equally as possible througheut the Unioe: 
dsscrminating neither for ner against any class or 
section 

The duties on coal, iron, suger and molasses 
which now average sixty per cent, the Secretary 
thinks ought to be reduced.

phy of taking cold is but little understood, and the 
ceuses of this frequent but unhappy complaint for 
the most part everlooked. 

We cannot discuss the subject freely or fully in a 
short eesay like this. It is sufficient, perhaps, te 
say whatever gives a permanent check to the natu- 
ral perspiration may produce these effects which 
we call a cold, or in the langeage of the books. « 
catarrh. 

This permanent check may be accomplished in 
several ways. |t may be induced by a large quan- 
tity of cold drink taken suddenly, when we are de- 
bilitated by fatigue or excess of heat; by currents 
of cooler air falling upon the body, when in « very 
warm place aad inactive; by similar currents fal!- 
ing upon « part of the bedy for some time in « 
warm room,—es when we sit by a raised or broken 
window; by going out of heated rooms, perhaps 
fatigued, into the night air, especially without suf- 
ficient covering ; by the application of cold, though 
it should not be imoruinate, after we have been long 
exposed to a high temperature; and by cold itself, 
when continved for a long time, as in travelling too 
long in a stage coach during cold weather, sleeping 
too cold during the aight, sitting with wt feet, etc. 
To avoid taking cold, then, we must avoid these 
and the other causes which lead toit, But we may 
do something more than merely exert qureelves to 
prevent the exciting causes of cold; we may harden 
ourselves against its effects, so thet these exciting 
causes will not operate. To this end we should be 
accustemed, from early infanty, to much exposure 
im the open air, at all seasons. The practice of 
daily sponging the chest with cold water, fresh or 
salt, is also of great value; and should be adopted 
by all persons of delicate constitutions at all seasons 
of the year. Sponging the whole body with cold 
water in the early part of the day, particularly at 
rising, when the practice is followed by warmth, 
increase strength and a keen appetite, is still better 
as a means of hardening ourselves, thun iceal bath- 
ings. Cold, when so employed as to produce the 
reaction we have just spoken of, is a powerful tonic 
to the whole system ; and whatever in this way gives 
tone to the whole system goes so far towards pre 
venting our taking cold, or suffering, in fact, from 
disease of any kind
